The  I'atio  of  salvages  under  "  direct "  policies  ( 4% )  agrees  with  the  first  published 
estimates  made  by  President  Damon  on  his  visit  to  San  Francisco  early  in  June.  It  is  the 
source  of  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  us,  and  must  be  to  our  friends  and  agents,  that  the 
figures,  on  final  adjustment,  do  not  vary  materially  from  the  figures  given  by  the  Com- 
pany under  sworn  statements  to  tlie  Insurance  Commissioner  of  New  York,  as  of  June  30.
